Tho total effect, according to 


Cullen, will be to extend from 
age 60 to 65 the eligible period 
for disability premium waivers 
and total disability income pro- 
visions. 


Cullen said that insured veter- 


ans who became totally disabled 
after their 60th birthday, who 
have not yet reached 65, could 
apply for waiver of premiums 
after January 1. But, he added, 
the waiver cannot be retroactive 
prior to that date. 


Veterans who presently have 


a total disability income provi- 
sion valid to age 60 will be given 
the opportunity to secure the 
new disability rider. The premi- 
um rates will change for those 
wanting the new coverage to 65. 


Income Provision 


Cullen said another feature of 


the law on total disability in- 
come riders restricts the eligi- 
bility to those who have not yet 
reached their 55th birthday. He 
pointed out, however, that those 
veterans who already h a v e 
reached 55, but not their 60th 
birthday, may apply for the in- 
come provision before Jan. 1, 
1966. 


Because of one the year limita- 


tion, veterans over 55 will be 
sent a special notice informing 
them of the conditions they must 
meet to qualify. Other policy- 
holders will receive routine no- 
tice of the changes available to 
them. 


Cullen stated that veterans 


who hold NSLI type policies may 
obtain additional information by 
writing or contacting the VA re- 
gional office, 342 N. Water St., 
Milwaukee, or their nearest vet- 
erans service officer.

measuring, computing, cutting, 
and binding up a sample from 
each of the 21 oats, five wheat, 
and five barley varieties. 


Each variety of grain was 


planted in a series of four sec- 
tions — each approximately 16 
feet long — and planted in three 
rows. 


When it comes time to har- 


vest the plots. 16 feet out of the 
middle row of the middle plot, is 
measured, stripped off with a 
small - powered machine, and 
bundled into paper sacks and 
taken to Madison. 


At the agronomy laboratory in

Off - farm stocks of oats in 
the state of 2tt million bushels 
on July 1 were 11 per cent be- 
low a year earlier and a fourth 
less than average. 


Stocks of corn on Wisconsin 


farms on July 1 were estimated 
at 31% million bushels — 9 per 
cent more than a year earlier 
but t per cent below average 
for the date. Off-farm stocks of 
corn in Wisconsin of a little over 
11 million bushels were 16 per 
cent below July 1 last year and 
9 per cent less than average. 


For the nation, the tonnage 


of feed grain stored on farms 
July 1 was estimated at 48% 
million tons — 7 per cent more 
than a year earlier but 2 per 
cent less than the record high 
of 1962. Farm stocks of corn 
nationally were 7 per cent more 
than on July 1 last year and the 
second highest on record. Oat 
stocks on United States farms! 
were up 9 per cent from July 1 
last year.

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Tonkin Gulf 
Affair 


The answer of tnt United States to tht 


attacks upon our fleet in the Tonkin Gulf 
was a tound combination of unilateral ac- 
tion and a request for international co- 
operation. The strike upon the North Viet- 
namese bases, the President's speech at 
Syracuse, and Ambassador Adlai Steven- 
aon's report to the Security Council all em- 
phasized that while this was an'affair di- 
rectly between the United States and North 
Viet Nam, the rest of the world was en- 
titled to the facts. 


President Johnson has not so much as 


mentioned the name of Red China. Obvi- 
ously this it an attempt to limit the fracas 
to North Viet Nam and to give Red China, 
certainly an advocate if not the instigator 
of the action taken by the North Vietna- 
mese, a way out. Similarly, Stevenson re- 
ported upon our reasons for retaliation 
but he offered no resolution for Security 
Council support although he did charge 
China with responsibility. 


The United States, in effect, is saying 


that aggressive forces in Southeast Asia are 
endangering the peace and security of that 
area. This is an international matter. But 
we also are saying that, since a direct at- 
tack was made upon us, we cannot wait 
for international action. North Viet Nam 
has broken two agreements by the action, 
and the President pointed out that it has 


broken tht agreements often in its attack! 
in Laos and South Vtot Nam. But when it 
broke them by aggressive action against 
ships of the United States Seventh Fleet— 
and the attacks were not errors—it was 
time for direct United States action. With 
courtesy we told our allies about it and wa 
followed agreements by making a full re- 
port to the Security Council. But the action 
was ours and ours alone. 


This is a strong stand. It is the type of 


American leadership that has been lacking 
in Southeast Asia. We have been handi- 
capped because we could only give sup- 
port to Asians attacked. And now we must 
wonder what inspired the North Vietna- 
mese to attack the American ships. Per- 
haps they wanted to see how far the United 
States could be pushed. But now they have 
opened up North Viet Nam to direct attack 
from without. 


"Aggression unchallenged is aggression 


unleashed," the President said. Ambassa- 
dor Stevenson made the same point, that 
the United States wanted to make it clear 
that freedom of the seas in the Tonkin 
Gulf would be defended just as freedom 
of the seas would in other parts of the 
world. The North Vietnamese have learned 
the lesson the hard way. We hope that our 
adversaries. Red China and the Soviet Un- 
ion, and our ally, France, can learn it more 
easily. 


Tfie Civil Service f f flics Code 


Governor Reynolds has announced, with 


the kind of publicity flourish that is in- 
evitably associated with the campaigning 
candidate in an election year, that a new 
and detailed code of ethics governing the 
activity of some 18,000 state government 
employes working under the civil service 
act has become effective. 


If the writer of these lines was em- 


ployed as a career man in the state civil 
service, he might well feel some resent- 
ment about the fanfare with which the 
Reynolds administration has handled the 
matter. The governor has made it appear 
that it was his doing, although the record 
shows that the question was under review 
by the State Board of Personnel when he 
made his original demands for such an 
enactment. He has lately stipulated care- 
fully his confidence in the integrity and 
food will of the rank and file professional 
workers in the state services. But some of 
them may be offended, nevertheless, about 
the implication of wrong-doing that is in- 
evitably contained in the hoopla the gov- 
ernor's office has made out of this incident. 


One of the proudest facts about the civil 


service in Wisconsin, aside from the fact 
that the idea of merit in the basic employ- 
ment ranks has been established firmly 


for more than half a century, is the record 
of almost unsullied honesty in the perform- 
ance of these men and women. 


Yet it would not be entirely surprising 


if some of the citizens of the state have 
wondered about that reputation, after the 
self-serving publicity from Mr. Reynolds' 
office during many past months. 


With all that said, it is perhaps well 


that the civil service commissioners at 
Madison have filed in explicit terms rules 
against conflicts of interest and moonlight- 
ing and the other potential misdeeds that 
have always been implicitly prohibited by 
the very idea of the civil service code. 


If there can be any remaining question 


about the matter, it probably lies in the 
exclusions. Nearly 30.000 persons are cur- 
rently employed in the state services. The 
new code applies to only about two-thirds 
of them. Thousands of exempt workers are 
in unclassified jobs, in appointive positions, 
in professional assignments including sev- 
eral thousands on state and university 
faculties. We have no complaint about 
their performance. 
But it may seem 


strange to a clerk or an accountant in the 
classified ranks to have the highest state 
officers with such fussing and worrying 
write a new law covering them, without 
bothering about those many others. 


federal Anti-Secrecy Bill 
' The U. S. Senate, after countless months 
<[f delay caused by the Civil Rights debate, 
lias passed an anti-secrecy bill which would 
give the press and public greater access to 
Information from federal agencies. 


The Post-Crescent and other news- 


papers across the country — through the 
American Newspaper Publishers Associa- 
tion and the American Society of News- 
paper Editors—have given all-out support 
to the federal legislation. 


While the news media has always 


fought for "the public's right to know" and 
has accepted its responsibity to report all 
government news from the local through 


the federal levels, there have been prob- 
lems. 


The current anti-secrecy bill would 


amend the Administrative Procedures Act 
of 1946 and clarify some of the existing 
"grey areas/' It would also grant indi- 
viduals as well as news media the right to 
go to court and force a government agency 
to reveal information if it could not justify 
withholding it. 


Because of the legislative logjam, there 


is doubt the House will give final approval 
to the bill this year. However, it should be 
one of the first items of business in the 
next Congress. The importance of anti- 
secrecy legislation cannot be overempha- 
sized.

Large amounts of the 
U.S. 


wheat sold to Russia, 
pre- 


sumably to ease a critical 
grain shortage, are being used 
by the Kremlin to bolster its 
fraying grip on disaffected sat- 
ellites — with the official sanc- 
tion of the U.S. 


A graphic illustration of this 


extraordinary backstage poli- 
cy is the Commerce Depart- 
ment's authorization of the So- 
viet's "re-export" of 160.000 
metric tons of U.S. wheat to 
Rumania. Value of this grain 
is more than $12.5 million, and 
it is approximately one-tenth 
of the total sold to Russia last 
year. 


Explanation for this unpubli- 


cized transaction is that the 
160.000 tons of U.S. grain were 
in repayment for a Rumanian 
"loan" of 400,000 tons to the 
Soviet. 


That's what Representative 


Glenard Lipscomb, R.-Calif., 
member of the powerful Ap- 
propriations Committee, was 
informed when he uncovered 
this affair and began asking 
blunt questions. He discovered 
it while studying a Commerce 
Department report titled "Ex- 
port Licenses Approved and 
Reexportations Authorized." 


In a series of sharp in- 


quiries. Lipscomb cited the 
glaring "ironic contradiction'' 
in the department's action. 


On one hand, the State De- 


partment is assiduously woo- 
ing Rumania with trade and 
other offers to encourage it to 
pursue a more independent 
course toward the Kremlin. At 
the same time, the Commerce 
Department is aiding Russia 
to retain a firm hold on the 
dissenting satellite.

miraculous speed m issuing 
the necessary re-export au- 
thorization." pointed out Lin- 
scomb. "There are strong in-

QUESTIONS — Neither t h e 
State nor Commerce depart- 
ment has answered Represen- 
t a t i v e Lipscomb's caustic 
blast.

less said the better." This 
seems particularly the case in 
replying to three highly perti- 
nent questions the young Cali- 
fornian has raised, as follows: 


—"How real was the need 


for wheat in the Soviet if they 
can afford to trans-ship an 
amount as large as this to a 
satellite?" 


—"Since the wheat we sold 


to Russia was subsidized grain 
— which means the American 
people paid a significant part 
of the total — is the Soviet 
making a profit on this 're-ex- 
port' to Rumania, a profit on 
an investment by American 
taxpayers?'' 


—"Is this another attempt 


by the administration to get 
around the demands of the 
American maritime unions? 
These unions, against tremen- 
dous federal pressure, took a 
firm stand that 50 per cent of 
the vessels which shipped the 
wheat to Russia should be 
American bottoms. Is this the 
way the administration is try- 
ing to get around the demands 
of our workers most seriously 
affected by this affair?"

Lipscomb vigorously contends 
"the security and integrity of 
the nation*' require a prompt 
and full answer, but none has 
been forthcoming — and isn't 
likely to be. 


Senator Thomas Dodd, I>

ed Lipscomb in assailing this 


transaction. Dodd declared he

its terms. 


"The Department could not 


tell me," said Dodd, "whether 
the Soviet had charged Ru- 
mania more than it had paid 
the U.S. or less. I believe that 
the Department owes Con- 
gress and the American peo- 
ple a full explanation of this 
disturbing development." 


ATOMS FOR RUMANIA —

The lat- 
ter wrote Secretary Rusk re- 
garding reports that the Ru- 
manians are seeking a reactor 
and other major industrial fa- 
cilities, and Lee, replying, ad- 
mitted it. 


"We informed the Rumani- 


ans," he wrote 
Lipscomb. 


"that the United States gov- 
ernment would be willing to 
consider permitting the sale 
of a nuclear power reactor 
subject to three conditions: 
First, that there is consulta- 
tion on the project with the 
Joint Congressional Commit- 
tee on Atomic Energy; sec- 
ond, that there is no objection

Strictly Personal 
Migrant Workers Are 
Our Forgotten People

The National Sharecroppers 


Fund estimates that there are 
more than one million Amer- 
ican migrant 
farm 
work- 


ers, if we in- 
e l u d e the 
w i v e s and 
children who 
w o r k 
and 


travel w i t h 
them. 


These peo- 


ple are the 
most g r i in- 
ly disadvantaged element in 
our national life. If the "war 
on poverty"' is going to be 
more than a slight political 
skirmish. Congress must be- 
gin paying attention to these 
wretched folk, who live no- 
madic lives, without adequate 
housing, education, and even 
the minimal decencies 
for 


their children. 


Last year, the average mi- 


grant worked only 116 days of 
the year, and earned only $1.- 
123. He has little protection by 
law. and is outside the main- 
stream of social legislation. 
He is the forgotten man in the 
labor 
market: hardly any 


community feels responsible 
for his welfare. 


It is easy lo say that the 


fruit growers who employ such 
migrants should pay 
them 


more and treat them better. 
But many of Ibe growers 
themselves are in a continual 
squeeze. In the cherry coun- 
try, where I spend the sum- 
mers, few of Jhe orchards are 
highly profitable enterprises— 
the vagaries of the weather 
and of the market have driven 
all but the hardiest out of the 
business. 


The few affluent growers 


have already switched to me- 
chanical harvesters. In a few 
years, no doubt, all the or- 
chards will be able to dis- 
pense with migrant harvest- 
ing labor. In one sense, this is 
all to the good: picking crops 
is dull and deadening work, 
fir for an animal rather than 
a human. 


But what. then, of the one 


million migrant workers and 
their families? They are al- 
ready at the bottom of the 
economic totem pole: 
they 


have no further down to go. 
When even their minimal tal- 
ents are no longer caHed for, 
what use will society have for 
such people, 
rootless, 
un- 


schooled, and unprotected by 
law? 


These are questions that so- 


ciety does not like to ask it- 
self: we hope that by ignoring 
them, they will go away some- 
where and not bother us. But 
social disease is like physical 
disease — if attention is not 
paid, and treatment is not 
given, 
the condition g e t s 


worse, until it is too late for 
anything but the most radical 
measures. 


Automation is a great prom-

Specif- 
ically: 


(1) Approximately 600,000 re- 


tired workers who are now dis- 
qualified far benefits because 
they do not have the required 
six quarters of coverage. Under 
a new system of "transitional 
insured status," individuals in 
their 70s or over could qualify 
for a benefit of $35 a month with 
as little as three quarters of 
working time. A retired woman 
worker would qualify for this 
liberalized benefit at age 72, a 
man at age 75. 


275,101 Children 


(2) Around 275,000 children of 


retired, disabled or deceased 
beneficiaries whose benefits are 
now cut off at age 18. Under 
the new provisions, they would 
qualify for continued payments 
until the age of 22 — assuming 
they resume or continue their 
schooling. 


"Not 
only may the child be 


prevented from going to college 
by loss of parental support and 
loss of his benefits," explains a 
House Ways & Means Commit- 
tee report. "He may even be 
prevented from finishing high 
school or going to vocational 
school." 


Continued Benefits 


To qualify for continued bene- 


fits past the age of 18 — plus 
the general 5 per cent raise also 
included in the amendments — 
the youngster must attend any 
public or accredited college, 
high school or vocational school. 
He would rwt qualify however, 
If his employer is sending him 
to school or if he gets married. 


These provisions are sched- 


uled to go into effect in Sep- 
tember — in time for enrollment 
this school year — and would 
respond to the nationwide pres- 
sure for improved education and 
training for jobs in this era. 


(3) Roughly 180,000 widows 


not now eligible for benefits un- 
til they are 62. The new law 
would make them eligible at 60. 


The liberalization is designed 


to help the widow who finds it 
definitely difficult to get a job 
at this age in life but who is 
financially stranded when her 
husband dies. A widow, if she 
applied at age 60, would become 
eligible for benefits at a reduced 
rate amounting to a yearly 13% 
per cent less than she would 
get if she waited until she turn- 
ed 62. For instance, if her hus- 
band's primary benefit had been 
$100, she would be eligible for 
171.30 a month beginning at age 
60 — or 182.50 a month begin- 
ning at age 62.

Service Workers 


Under the amendments ser 


vice workers would be eligible 
for future benefits based on full 
earnings, including tips, ami 
would be required to pay Social 
Security taxes on their tips as 
well as on their wages. 


To qualify for benefits, you, as 


a service worker, would have 
to report all tips amounting to 
$20 or more a month to your 
employer — who would ther 
match your tax payments. If 
you failed to report your tips, 
you would be responsible for 
[>aying both your own and your 
employer's Social Security tax. 


Of course, this clause would 


liike taxes for employers in the 
hotel, restaurant and other ser- 
vice industries. But service 
workers are eager to become 
eligible for full future Social 
Security benefits based on their 
actual earnings while they are 
working.
